Butas bis mother bad 
favoured the bill for excluding the. Duke of 
York—-Charlea IL’a brother-~from | the 
crown, whan that prince bacame king tho 
young Duke of Richmond was removed from 
this enerous post. However, as Charlos bad 
granted him by letters patent a tax of ono 
shilling por chaldron on all coals shipped in 
the river Tyno For consumption in Englayd, 
bo ‘obtained a pretty fair income.” ‘This 
extraodinary tax was duly wrung from the 
peoplo for many years, until the Goverumaut 
‘purchased the duke's interest in this grant 
for an annuity of £19,000. After the. death 
of ber royal lover the Duchess of Ports- 
mouth lived on through succussive Yeigna, 
until, on November 14, 1784, ‘she died. It 
was through ber. that, whea King Charles 
way near deach, the Romish priest Huddle. 
ston administered extrame unction to him, 
teceived his confession, and granted him 
absolution on bis deathbed. It must not bo 
forgotton, however, that the titly of Ricb- 
mond was not a new ove in English history, 
Henry, the successful rival of Richard ILT., 
was Eurl of Richmond, and tho title cams 
into the possession of the crown when he 
auecooded Richard us King of England. The 
earldom seems to bave been created by the 
Conqueror, who bestowed it upoo hig kins 
mano, Alan Rufus, Count of Bretagne., Tha 
castle is generally supposed to have babn 
founded by bim, and some authorities think 
Liat the town also owes its existence to him,
